Believe in traveling on step by 
step; don’t expect to be rich in 
a jump.

Slow and sure is better than 
fast and flimsy. Perseverance, by 
its daily gains, enriches a man 
far more than fits and starts of 
fortunate speculation. Little fishes 
are sweet. Every little helps, as 
the sow said when she snapped 
at a-gnat. Every day a thread 
makes a skein in a year. Brick 
by brick houses are built. We 
should creep before we walk, walk 
before we run, and run before we 
ride. In getting rich the more 
haste the worse speed. Haste trips 
up its own heels. Hasty climbers 
have sudden falls. 

It is bad beginning business 
without capital. It is hard market- 
ing with empty pockets. We want 
a nest egg, for hens will lay where 
there are eggs already. It is true 
you must bake with the flour you 
have, but if the sack is empty it 
might be quite as well not to set 
up for a baker. Making bricks 
without straw is easy enough 
compared with making money 
when you have none to start with. 
You, young gentleman, stay as 
a journeyman a little longer, till 
you have saved a few pounds; fly 
when your wings have got feath- 
ers; but if you try it too soon 
you will be like the young. rook 
that broke its neck through try- 


ing to fly before it was fledged. 
Every minnow wants to be a 
whale, but it is prudent to be a 
little fish while you have but 
little water; when your pond be- 
comes the sea, then swell as much 
as you like. Trading without 
capital is like building a house 
without bricks, making a fire 
without sticks, burning candles 
without wicks; it leads men into 
tricks, and lands them in a fix.

Don’t Make These Mistakes! 
This Evangelistic Sermon Con- 
test is a very serious project of 
getting out the Gospel. We want 
to stimulate hundreds of preach- 
ers to write out carefully well- 
prepared, spiritual, powerful Bi- 
ble sermons. So: please do not 
make these mistakes if you wish 
your sermon to be considered. 

Handwritten sermons are not 
acceptable to the printer. Observe 
the rule about typing the sermon. 

Sermons taken down word-for- 
word as preached are generally not 
acceptable. Sermons need more 
correction than that when pub- 
lished. Sometimes we publish ser- 
mons of very mature, scholarly 
men of long experience, who say 
exactly what they mean, when 
the sermon is taken down or re- 
corded mechanically. But in nearly 
every case the sermon will be 
much better if carefully worked 
out with hours of prayer, study, 
correction, and rewriting. Shab- 
by, hasty work will not do as 
much good. 

Remember, these sermons are 
to be evangelistic. They are to 
get people saved. If the sermons 
are not addressed to the unsaved, 
they are not suitable for this 
Evangelistic Sermon Contest. 

All sermons not accepted for 
publication will be returned. Ser- 
mons which win awards may 
afterward be used in books or oth- 
er publications as the author de- 
sires. 

Get your sermons in on time. 
Any preacher may enter more 
than one sermon if he wishes.

Our “Emergency Propor- 
tions” Crime Problem 

The latest “Crime Clock” report 
issued by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation shows that the Unit- 
ed States of America has reached 
an all-time high in crime. Based 
upon statistics supplied by local 
law-enforcement agencies, the 1959 
FBI report showed 8,580 murders 
one every hour, a 4 per cent 
increase over the 1958 report— 
and an additional 119,610 persons 
seriously wounded by would-be 
killers. 


In the rape department, 14,830 
women were attacked by rapists— 
one every 35 minutes around the 
clock, day and night. A robbery— 
averaging out at $230 each—took 
place every 7 minutes; and every 
4 minutes an aggravated assault 
occurred. A burglary, larceny or 
auto theft took place every 23 
seconds—nearly three a minute! 
All told, a million and a half 


serious crimes were committed in- 


the United States last year. 


This tragic report carried added 
ominous emphasis by stating that 
juveniles are playing a prominent 
part in this lawless explosion. Ar- 
rests of persons under 18 years 
of age increased 4 per cent last 
year—a new record—and actually 
doubled the juvenile arrest rate 
of post World War II’s low in 
1948. Juveniles stole the majority 
of the 288,300 autos which turned 
up missing in 1959. 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
stated at the time of the report’s 
release that our American crime 
rate is now 69 per cent greater 
than it was in 1950 and 128 per 
cent over the 1940 rate. Hoover 
warned, “This ominous rise in 
crime cannot be explained away as 
being due to population increases. 
Crime has been rising four times 
as fast as population.” The noted 
law-enforcement authority then 
stated, “Unless positive steps are 
taken to check this rising crime 
trend, this country will face a 
crime problem of emergency pro- 
portions in the years ahead.” 

Incidentally, the Investigation’s 
report stated in its introduction 
that proponents of abolishing capi- 
tal punishment “cannot find sup- 
port for their cause in study of 
murder rates” since there is ab- 
solutely no correlation between 
the states with the lowest murder 
rates and the states which have 
done away with the death penalty. 

An old-fashioned revival is the 
only thing that can save America!

The Jackson (Miss.) State 
Times had some pertinent and 
timely words to say about why 
they could not support Senator 
Kennedy and his party in the cur- 
rent presidential election. This in- 
dependent . newspaper’ declared,

Barnett that the 1960 Democratic 
platform could well have been 
written in Moscow.” Lamenting 
about some of the Kennedy con- 
nections, the State Times said: 
“We do not want a president of 
the United States who would be 
the shadow of Walter Reuther.” 

Columnist Harry T. Evcring- 
ham, writing in The Indianapolis 
(Ind.) Star, voiced the same fears 
while observing that Senator Ken- 
nedy’s record proves him to be 
one of the “biggest spenders in 
the Senate.” Everingham noted 
that “Conservatives predict that 
Senator Kennedy won’t be a pow- 
er in the Senate next year, much 
less in the White House, judging 
by the loss of his own party’s sup- 


Scriptureless 
Preaching

However popular may be the 
modern style of Scriptureless 
preaching, it is certain that the 
first preachers, the inspired 
preachers, the preachers who 
turned the world upside down, 
were Bible preachers. Look at the 
Apostle Peter’s sermon in the sec- 
ond chapter of Acts, Deacon 
Stephen’s sermon in the seventh of 
Acts, the Apostle Paul’s sermon in 
the thirteenth of Acts, and what 
are they but Bible readings? Near- 
ly the whole of them consist of 
quotations from the Old Testa- 
ment, and they do not contain a 
hint about talking with the stars, 
nor concerning the dignity of hu- 
man nature, nor the progress of 
Christian civilization. 

When Paul was in Thessalonica, 
he went into the synagogue, and 
three Sabbath days reasoned with 
them out of the Scriptures (mark 
it, out of the Scriptures). Open- 
ing and alleging that Christ must 
needs have suffered, and risen 
again from the dead; and that this 
Jesus, whom I preach unto you, 
is the Christ (Acts 17:2, 3). When 
the Apostle was in Rome, there 
came many to him in his lodging; 
to whom he expounded and testi- 
fied the kingdom of God, persuad- 
ing them concerning Jesus, both 
out of the law of Moses, and out 
of the prophets from morning till 
evening (Acts 28:23). It would 
puzzle most modern preachers to 
find «nough about Jesus in the law 
of Moses, and in the prophets, to 
occupy them from morning till

Audience Level 

It happened at Harvard: The 
University’s illustrious George Ly- 
man Kittredge was lecturing to 
his Shakespeare class one day 
when he got too close to the edge 
of the platform and accidently 
stepped off, toppling to the floor. 

Momentarily embarrassed as he 
scrambled to his feet, the pro- 
fessor wittily observed: “In all 
of my forty years of teaching, to- 
day marks the first time that I 
have descended to the level of my 
audience.” 

I fear that many a minister of 
Christ’s unsearchable riches has 
likewise labored for unnumbered 
years without once getting down 
to the level of his congregation. 
Perhaps it would be well if some- 
one tried throwing all such preach- 
ers off the rostrum just to see 
if being on the same level with 
their hearers helped. 

Paul, who will ever remain an 
ideal as a minister of Christ, re- 
minded the Corinthian Christians 
that he had been sent “to preach 
the gospel: not with wisdom of 
words, lest the cross of Christ 
should be made of none effect” 
(I Cor. 1:17). Later in the same 
epistle he enlarged on _ that 
thought, saying, “And I, breth- 
ren, when I came to you, came not 
with excellency of speech or of 
wisdom, declaring unto you the 
testimony of God. For I deter- 
mined not to know any thing 
among you, save Jesus Christ, and 
him crucified, And I was with you 
in weekness, and in fear, and in 
much trembling. And my speech 
and my preaching was not with 
enticing words of man’s wisdom, 
but in demonstration of the Spirit 
and of power: That your faith 
should not stand in the wisdom 
of men, but in the power of God” 
(I Cor, 2:1-5). 


evening; but Jesus was the theme 
of the early preachers, and the 
Scriptures furnished their witness- 
es, and arguments, and proofs, 
The New Testament is a small 
book, but it contains more than 
three hundred quotations from the 
Old Testament, besides many allu- 
sions to the words of holy men of 
old, who spake as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost. Thus 
the Holy Ghost Himself has inti- 
mated in no uncertain way His 
approval of Biblical preaching, and 
it possesses advantages which the 
commonest mind can readily per- 
ceive. First, the preacher can 
speak with authority because he 
is delivering a message for God. 
Second, he knows he is right, and, 
therefore, can be bold as a lion. 
Third, he cannot mislead sinners, 
for he tells them just what his 
Master has revealed. Fourth, he 
builds up Christians under _his 
ministry into an intelligent, robust 
people who will not listen to the 
voice of the false charmer, charm 
they never so wisely. Fifth, he 
is free from the worry that al- 
most invariably attends’ the 
preaching of fine sermons, for hav- 
ing faithfully and prayerfully 
spoken what God has told him to 
say, he leaves the results with 
Him to whom they belong. Sixth, 
if his hearers do not like his 
teachings, he can quietly inform 
them that their controversy is not 
with him, but with the Lord. Sev- 
enth, he will certainly make a bet- 
ter appearance at the judgment 
seat of Christ than those who were 
sent as His Ambassadors, but 
failed to obey their instructions.

Of course she has made gains, 
some of them impressive when 
considered in percentages, because 
she started virtually from nothing. 
If a Russian company made one 
automobile last year—but makes 
two automobiles this year—the 
gain is 100 per cent!

| deny everything that pertains to 
| our salvation. They deny all the 
truths that are basic to the Chris- 


‘tian faith.

A Warning 
In our previous study we saw 


‘what our attitude is to be toward 
'those who teach against the doc- 
trine of Christ, but it needs much 
fuller treatment. John tells us, 
“Tf there come any unto you, and 
bring not this doctrine {the doc- 
trine that Jesus is eternally Christ 
and God}, receive him not into 
your house, neither bid him God 
speed: For he that biddeth him 
God speed is partaker of his evil 
deeds.” 


We know from the Scriptures 
that we are to exercise the love of 
God in our dealing with men and 
'women. We must exercise it in 
‘this matter also. But under these 
circumstances, we show our love 
for God by not supporting those 
‘who deny the truth. Since they 
‘are enemies of the truth, we are 
not to identify ourselvés’ with 
them nor help forward their ef- 
forts by supporting them in any 
way. We are to love them as sin- 
ners needing a Saviour, but we 
are not to treat them as though 


All this modern talk about not believing in 
Hell is because men have ceased to believe 
in SIN. Sin always produces Hell. There are 
ten thousand hells in this world produced 
by sin. Hf a man goes to eternity with his 
character unchanged, he will have Hell in 
eternity. Jesus most certainly taught that 
‘there is a place of future punishment for 
the wicked. The rich man didn’t take one 
drop of water with him when he, went to 
Hell. But he took his memory. Someone 
said, “All the Hell | have is in my bosom.” 
The rich man had his bosom in Hell, and

He asked 
Abraham to keep his brothers away from 
the place of torment.

Fall is really here, in Wheaton, 
in northern Illinois. For weeks 
@ few leaves have floated down 
from the trees. Now hundreds of 
bright orange and scarlet and 
Brown leaves from our big maple 
trees cover the lawn. And al- 
though we love the big trees and 
the leaves are beautiful, we must 
rake them up and burn them. 


Sometimes I say, “Children, go 
rake the leaves in the front yard.” 
And armed with steel and bamboo 
rakes they whoop to the yard, 
beginning near the street and 
raking conscientiously for awhile. 
But by the time a big pile of 
leaves has formed everyone loses 
His enthusiasm for work. Shortly 
Ii hear yells and shouts of glee. 
When I look through the front 
door to find out why the racket, 
I find our children and neighbor- 
hood children jumping into the 
Pile of leaves. Leaves fly and chil- 
dren laugh. I guess it is fun! 


Now I want the children to have 
ai good time, but at the rate things 
are going the leaves will still be 
on the ground next spring and 
the grass below will be sodden 
and dead. I fuss a little, talk about 
getting the job done, but eventu- 
ally leaf-raking becomes a family 
affair. Mother and all the children 
begin raking after school is out, 
and when Daddy gets home he 
pitches in, too. Two of us work 
in one area, two rake in another, 
and usually Daddy and one of the 
children form a team to carry 
leaves in a big tarp to the burn- 
ing spot. Yes, our soft hands 
blister from the rakes, but we 
have fun. 


Leaf-raking is one of those 
things that just has to be done, 
when we have such big trees in 
our yard. It is work, but fun, too. 
It doesn’t have to be done too 
often, so we don’t get too tired of 
it. tt you don’t enjoy dishes, per- 
haps it is because dishes get dirty 
three times a day.) We rake to- 
gether and that is fun. The air 
is sharp-and acrid with the smell 
of smoke, and we are happy. 
Sometimes we all sing together; 
sometimes two sing a duet. When 
the job is nearly, finished and we 
are getting cold, Mother goes into 
the house and fixes a simple sup- 
per. Of course it is much later 
than our usual dinner hour, but 
apples and other snacks have 
Kept us going. When the job is 
done and the fire dies down, 
Daddy and the children troop into 
the house to wash up and sit 
down to steaming soup and ham- 
burgers, or a beef stew fixed 
ahead of time. After supper we 
relax, have devotions, and per- 


haps think about leaves and the 
fun we have had. 

Now the trees, stripped of their 
leaves, look dead. Bare branches 
stand out stark and black against 
the sky. But spring will come and 
new leaves will grow on dead- 
looking trees. New life will appear 
in grass and trees and flowers. 
Let this remind you that Jesus 
said, “I am the resurrection, and 
the life: he that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall 
he live” (John 11:25). Those dark 
branches will again be covered 
with green leaves, a reminder that 
Jesus died for us, but after three 
days rose from the grave. Let 
them be a reminder, too, that if 
you -have trusted Jesus, someday 
you too will have a new perfect 
body. It is always a comfort to me 
when I want to do right and fail 
miserably, that when I get to 
Heaven I will want to do right 
and be able to do it. I don’t think 
so about the streets of gold as 
that Jesus Himself will be there, 
and I won’t have to struggle any 
more to do right. I suspect that 
my new body may not have 
freckles and a pug nose, like this 
one my sister used to tease me 
about, but that isn’t my major 
concern. But if you have eyes 
that need glasses, or a leg that 
limps, if you think you are not 
good looking, let the dead leaves 
remind you that you will someday 
have a perfect body in Heaven. 

Have fun raking those autumn 
leaves!

Cumberwood Is a 
Wonderful Sight

It was a sight that did some- 
thing to you—somehow made you 
humble and unworthy. 

Some 200 children and young 
people sang hymns, quoted Bible 
verses and personally testified to 
the love of God. 

Yet, not a word was spoken— 
except with their hands. 

It’s a wondrous experience, if 
you’ve never seen it before, to 
watch an entire religious service 
in sign language. 

These young people from 16 
states were winding up two happy 
weeks at Evangelist Bill Rice’s 
Cumberwood ranch nine miles 
west of Murfreesboro on Franklin 
highway. 

They had worked and played. 
They had received both Bible and 
sign language instruction. 

There had been 80 conversions 
within the group. 


Christian Retreat 


Through the work of Dr. Rice, 
his family and interested friends, 
thousands of youngsters from all 
denominations and all walks of 
life come to this Christian retreat 
each summer. 

The deaf mutes come—the 
blind and the physically handi- 
capped, They live in pleasant sur- 
roundings, comfortable cabins and 
eat all the good wholesome food 
they can hold. 


It doesn’t cost them one penny. 

It costs around” $60,000 a year 
to operate Cumberwood ranch and 
Christian retreat. Just how they 
manage to meet the payroll and 
other expenses is sometimes a 
mystery to Dr. Bill himself. 

If there ever was a project 
operating on faith, this is it. Not 


one single organization is backing 
it. 
Dr. Bill Rice is a former cow- 
boy who grew up in the West 
Texas cattle country. He is a 
Baptist evangelist .who’s away 
from home nine months of the 
year in revivals. He’s preached 
practically all over the world. 

An orphan at 14, he worked his 
way through high school after 
which he was offered an ap- 
pointment at West Point. He de- 
clined the appointment to enter 
the ministry, worked his way 
through a Baptist college and 
Moody Bible Institute in Chicago. 

About the time he and Mrs. 
Rice entered Moody institute, 
their oldest daughter, then about 
18 months, had spinal meningitis. 
The high fever burned out the 
nerves of her middle ear and left 
her deaf. Treatment by some of 
the best specialists in the country 
failed to do her any good. 


Reconciled 


Finally, becoming reconciled to 
the fact that Betty would be deaf 
for life, Mrs. Rice (the Princess) 
began teaching her with the aid 
of pictures and other means, 
Pretty Betty has never known any 
language except that spoken with 
the hands. 

The family lived in Wheaton, 
Ill. Before long other parents with 
deaf children wanted Mrs. Rice to 
teach their children about the 
Bible. 

One day Dr. and Mrs. Rice 
read in a magazine that there 
were 15,000,000 deaf children in 
the United States: They wanted 
to do something about it. 


Why not, they said, establish 
a central location where the deaf 
of all denominations might gather 
to hear simple preaching and Bible 
teaching? 

They never could find the exact 
location they wanted until Dr. 
Bill held a revival in Murfreesboro 
eight years ago. He found the 
1400-acre rugged, brush covered 
tract out on Franklin highway for 
sale. 


Home Mortgaged 


Their home in Wheaton was 
mortgaged for a down payment. 
They started out with two cabins. 
The Rice family lived in one, 12 
children were housed in the other. 

Now they have 15 cabins, two six- 
room hotels, a 12-unit motel and a 
huge new dining room on the lake. 

Dr. Bill plans to build 40 more 
units to the motel before next 
summer. He doesn’t know just 
how, but he’s sure help will come. 
It always has. - 

The Rice family—Dr. Bill and 
the Princess, Betty, Kay, Bill III 
and Pete—and their staff mem- 
bers are’ about the most dedicated 
group you'll find anywhere. 

Cumberwood’s Mission is car- 
ried on, even Dr. Bill’s evangelistic 
work, independent of the church 
or any sponsoring organization. 

He never solicits money. Do- 
nations come in mostly by $1 to $5 
gifts. Friends of the project keep 
up with the work through a 
monthly paper, the Branding Iron, 
published by Dr. Bill. Cumber- 
wood has received two $10,000 
gifts in the eight years it has 
been in operation. 


All Summer 


The groups will come and go all 
summer—young handicapped peo- 
ple who have so few places they 
ean go for recreation and instruc- 
tion of this kind. 

And Dr. Bill Rice, who some- 
times preaches in his cowboy garb, 
keeps driving to build more fa- 
cilities to make it possible for 
more to come. 

Wonder if there won’t be an 
extra star in the crowns of the 
Rice family!

Bottles of 
medicine, pills and all manner of

ing and the whole group burst into 
an African cultivation song as 
hoes were brought into action. 

When all the sand was dug 
away, everyone gave a vast heave, 
and the car came back on to its 
four wheels with a bump. Then 
Sulimani tied a weight on to the 
front axle, and, with what he 
still insisted on calling his wench, 
he dragged the old car over the 
sand, up the bank and on to the 
road again. Sparking plugs, 
ignition and battery were soaking 
wet. We took off the bonnet and 
dried her as best we could. We 
dried out the petrol tank and 
filtred what petrol remained 
through an old felt hat, thought- 
fully loaned for that purpose by 
Daudi. 


I took Sulimani aside and at- 
tempted to pay him for his help, 
but he waved my money aside. 
“Truly, Bwana,” he said, “your 
work in this country is a work of 
great good to many people. Was 
it not you who came at night 
to save my wife when she was 
suffering with malaria? Shall I 
not, therefore, help you at this 
moment, just for friendship?” 

He shook my hand _ firmly. 
“Bwana, sit in the car and steer 
it. Behold, the people will drag 
you home. It will be safer that 
way. Behold, you will travel almost 
as fast as you did with that 
engine!” 

We all waved’ good-bye as the 
lorry swung away across the hard 
sand and disappeared in the direc- 
tion of our nearest hospital. I got 
into the car. Manpower pushed 
the old bus up the hill, and«with 
lurches she rolled slowly down 
the hill, assisted. by the small 
boys. An hour and a half later 
weewere back at the hospital, and 
I was met with the encouraging 


news not only that Perisi was 
asleep but that her temperature 
was down and that all her danger- 
ous symptoms had disappeared. At 
sundown I went to see her again. 
She was awake and completely 
comfortable. 

“Bwana,” she said, “as I slept, 
I dreamed, and behold, as I 
dreamed I was conscious of the 
angels’ hands protecting. I seemed 
to see a hand upsetting that gourd 
of poisoned milk. I saw another 
hand guiding Simba’s spear when 
the snake fell from the roof. I 
could see the angel, too, when 
we were in the flood and under 
the tree in the storm. Bwana, 
when I woke I knew that it was 
not merely a dream.” -

~~ An Opal Ring 
and 
The Piping Bullfinch 


How Mrs. Charles Spurgeon, when sick, received two delight- 
ful, extraordinary gifts which she had playfully requested. 


In Charles H. Spurgeon’s Autobiography, Mrs. Spurgeon 
tells a remarkable story of God’s loving care and delight to 
please and bless His children. I thought you would enjoy that 


sweet story, so it is as follows: 


There is a very memorable in- 
cident, which is so intimately as- 
sociated with the history of both 
husband and wife during this peri- 
od, that it must be included in 
“The Standard Life,” although an 
account of it has once before been 
published. In her volume, Ten 
Years After! Mrs. Spurgeon thus 
wrote concerning the story of the 
opal ring and the piping bullfinch: 

“This incident got into print 
somehow, and has been told, with 
varying ineorrectness and sundry 
brilliant embellishments, in many 
papers, both in England and 
America. I think it must have been 
because my beloved so often spoke 
of it, and delighted to tell of the 
tender providence which, in so re- 
markable a way, gratified his sick 
wife’s lightest wishes. As this book 
is as much of an autobiography as 
will ever be written by me, it 
seems well to give a correct ver- 
sion of the sweet true story in 
these pages. It was during a time 
of long and painful suffering that 
it occurred. Dark days those were, 
both for husband and wife, for a 
serious disease had invaded my 
frame, and little alleviation could 
be found from the _ constant, 
wearying pain it caused. My be- 
loved husband, always so fully en- 
gaged about his Master’s business, 
yet managed to secure many pre- 
cious moments by my side, when" 
he would tell me how the work of 
the Lord was prospering in his 
hands, and we would exchange 
sympathies, he comforting me in 
my suffering, and I cheering him 
on in his labour. 

“One ever-recurring question 
when he had to leave me was, 
‘What can I bring you, wifey?’ I 
seldom answered him by a request, 
for I had all things richly to en- 
joy, except health. But, one day, 
when he put the usual query, I 
said, playfully, ‘J should like an 
opal ring, and a piping bullfinch! 
He looked surprised, and rather 
amused; but simply replied, ‘Ah, 
you know I cannot get those for 
you!’ Two or three days we made 
merry over my singular choice of 
desirable articles; but, one Thurs- 
day evening, on his return from 
the Tabernacle, he came into my 
room with such a beaming face, 
and such love-lighted eyes, that I 
knew something had delighted him 
very much. In his hand he held a 
tiny box, and I am sure his plea- 
sure exceeded mine as he took 
from it a beautiful little ring, and 
placed it on my finger. “There is 
your opal ring, my darling,’ he 
said, and then he told me of the 
strange way in which it had come. 
An old lady, whom he had once 
seen when she was ill, sent a note 
to the Tabernacle to say she de- 
sired to give Mrs. Spurgeon a 
small present, and could someone 
be sent to her to receive it? Mr. 
Spurgeon’s private secretary went, 
accordingly, and brought the lit- 
tle parcel, which, when opened, 
was found to contain this opal 
ring! How we talked of the Lord’s: 
tender love for His stricken child, 
and of His condesension in thus 
stooping to supply an unnecessary 
gratification to His dear servant’s 
sick one,—I must leave my read- 
ers to imagine; but I can remem- 
ber feeling that the Lord was very 
near to us. 


“Not long after that, I was 
moved. to Brighton, there to pass a 
crisis in my life, the result of 
which would be a restoration to 
better health,—or death. One eve- 
ning, when my dear husband came 
from London, he brought a large 
package with him, and, uncovering 
it, disclosed a cage containing a 
lovely piping bullfinch! My aston- 
ishment was great, my joy un- 


bounded, and these emotions were 


intensified as he related the way 
in which he became possessed of 
the coveted treasure. He had been 
to see a dear friend of ours, whose 
husband was sick unto death; and, 
after commending the sufferer to 
God in prayer, Mrs, T said 
to him, ‘I want you to take my 
pet bird to Mrs, Spurgeon, I would 
give him to none but her: his 
songs are too much for my poor 
husband in his weak state, and I 
know that “Bully” will interest 
and amuse Mrs. Spurgeon in her 
loneliness while you are so much 
away from her.’ Dear Mr. Spur- 
geon then told her of my desire 
for such a companion, and to- 
gether they rejoiced over the care 
of the loving Heavenly Father, 
who had so wondrously provided 
the very gift His child had longed 
for. With that cage beside him, the 
journey to Brighton was a very 
short one; and when ‘Bully’ piped 
his pretty song, and took a hemp 
seed as a reward from the lips 
of his new mistress, there were 
eyes with joyful tears in them, 
and hearts overflowing with praise 
to God, in the little room by the 
sea that night; and the dear Pas- 
tor’s comment was, ‘I think you 
are one of your Heavenly Father's 
spoiled children, and He just gives 
you whatever you ask for.’ 

“Does+ anyone doubt that this 
bird was a direct love-gift .from 
the pitiful Father? Do I hear 
someone say, ‘Oh! it was all 
“chance” that brought about such 
coincidences as these’? Ah, dear 
friends! those of you who have 
been similarly indulged by Him 
know, of a certainty, that it is not 
so. He who cares for all the works 
of His hand, cares with infinite 
tenderness for the children of His 
love, and thinks nothing which 
concerns them too small or too 
trivial to notice. If our faith were 
stronger, and our love more per- 
fect, we should see far greater 
marvels than these in our daily 
lives. 


“There is not much more to tell. 
‘Bully’s’ sweet little life and min- 
istry ended at Brighton; but the 
memory of the Lord’s tenderness 
in giving him to me, is a lifelong 
treasure; and the opal ring glis- 
tens on my finger as I write this 
paragraph.” 


The Place 
For Alcohol 


Because alcohol dissolves what 
water will not, it has a place in 
industry. It dissolves the resins 
which make varnish, the minerals 
used for paints.

The bulletin might have added 
that;-aleoho] also shortens the 
period between the baby’s rattle 
and the embalmer’s fluid. Within 
15 minutes after alcohol is taken 
into the body it has passed into 
the blood stream unchanged. It 
retains the power to dissolve and 
one of the first things it attacks 
is the fatlike substance which in- 
sulates the nervous system. 


It is the nervous system which 
enables us to hear, see, taste, feel, 
move and think. Know why a few 
drinks make a person speak loud-. 
er? The alcohol affects the drink- 
er’s ear nerves and he doesn’t hear 
his own voice in ordinary tones. 

The effect on the eye nerves is 
to narrow the span of vision so 
the drinker does not see from side 
to side, and to shorten the range

God seems to have His stars for 
the crowns of soul-winners, These 
rewards are not all reserved for 
the crown after a while. God gives 
them along as we go in the suc- 
cessful soul-winning battle. Heav- 
en is not the only place that has 
joys in it. Soul-winning gives a 
foretaste of Heaven to the heart 
of the soul-winner here. The great- 
est joys I have known in life have 
come from the simple service I 
have rendered in trying to win 
the lost to know Christ.

Why should the lover of drink 
be warned of his sin and no warn- 
ing be given the lover of money? 
Both need the same Saviour. 

“Take someone your own size,” 
was the advice a Christian worker 
gave a business man who wanted 
to start out as a witness for 
Christ. Perhaps that is the reason 
some work only with children? 
Why do we seek to satisfy our con- 
sciences by working with those 
who more readily respond? Why 
do we choose the easy paths? 


There is a banker, a lawyer, in 
your city who’ needs Christ. And 
when you get him to Christ you 
will get his influence on the side 
of Christ. ‘ 


Christians, let’s aim high. We 
will not neglect the outcasts, but 
in addition, let us assume some ob- 
ligation for carrying out the gospel 
of power to those who are harder 
to reach, but well worth the ef- 
fort. Remember that while the 
apostle said, “Not many mighty, 
not many noble, are called,’ he 
didn’t say, “Not any.”

I repeat, the wealth of 
the possessions of the Christ of 
God are incomprehensible, ines- 
timable.

Many a man is rich in material 
possessions and yet he is a pauper 
when love is counted. We have all 
read of Scrooge, in Dicken’s 
Christmas Carol, who discovered 
at Christmas time that although 
he had wealth he had nothing, 
for he had no love. He loved no- 
body and nobody loved him. There 


was vinegar in his veins and 
sourness in his soul. 
Christ was — immeasurably 


wealthy in love. He was and is 
the object of the Father’s love. 
In the Scriptures He is called 
“The Son of His love.” Christ 
could say, “Thou lovedst me be- 
fore the foundation of the world” 
(John 17:24). The Father had 
great delight in Him through all 
eternity. He was the apple of God's 
eye. He was also the center of 
the angels’ love and the delight 
of Heaven. Christ was fabulously 
rich in love. 


He Was Rich in Honor and Glory 

In that transcendent chapter, 
the seventeenth of John’s Gospel, 
and verse five, we hear Him say, 
“And now, O Father, glorify thou 
me with thine own self with the.

There is a difference in poverty. 
Some of us never had anything 
and that is why we don’t miss 
the wealth of the world. But peo- 
ple who have known wealth and 
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it has slipped through their fing- 
ers feel keenly the loss. They know 
the sting of poverty as some of 
us can never know it. 


People who are born blind can- 
not miss the blessing of vision 
like those who had good eyes 
and then through some misfortune 
of life lost the light. That is what 
we have in the text. “He became 
poor.” He who was so fabulously 
rich was stripped of it all. What 
a step down He took! 


He Was Poor in Birth 
The Infinite becomes an infant. 
Is it any wonder that the shep- 
herds were amazed! 


Who is this m yonder stall, 

At whose feet the shepherds fall? 
’'Tis the Lord, oh, wondrous story, 
’Tis the Lord, the King of Glory. 


He, the Prince of power, has 
become a helpless babe. He left the 
palace of light for the stench of 
a stable. He left a throne for a 
manger. He who through eternal 
days had leaned on the bosom 
of Almighty God, now rests on 
the breast of a poor woman. There 
was no room for Him in the 
jeweled cradles of the kings. He 
who moulded the moon and hung 
the earth on nothing, and studded 
the sky with stars, is wrapped 
in swaddling clothes and lying in 
a manger. 


He lives in the _ carpenter’s 
home in disreputable Nazareth. 

As we follow His _ footsteps 
along the paths of the Gospels we 
see His poverty again and again. 
He who created the grain for the 
good of man, now looks to others 
for His food. He who dug the 
springs of the ocean, sits weary 
at a wellside and asks a Samari- 
tan woman for a drink. 


We have no record that. He 
ever rode in a chariot. He always 
walked except twice when He 
rode on the back of a borrowed 
beast. He was so poor that when 
He saw the foxes seeking out 
their resting places and the little 
birds fluttering to their nests at 
eventide, He said, -‘‘...The foxes 
have holes, and the birds of the air 
have nests, but the Son of man 
hath not where to lay His head.”

The 
mouse wins little by nibbling the 
cheese if it gets caught in the 
trap. Clean money or none, mark 
that; for gain badly got will be 
an everlasting loss. 


A good article, full weight, and 
a fair price bring customers to 
the shop, but people do not recom- 
mend the shop where they are 
cheated. Cheats never thrive; or 
if they do it must be in London, 
where they catch chance customers 
enough to live by. The long-bow 
man may hit the mark sometimes, 
but a fair shot is the best. A 
rogue’s purse is full of holes. He 
will have blisters on his feet who 
wears stolen shoes. He whose 
fingers are like lime-twigs will 
find other things stick to them 


besides silver. Steal eels and they 
will turn to snakes. The more a 
fox robs the sooner he will be 
hunted. If a rogue wants to make 
a good trade he had better turn 
honest. If all you aim at is profit, 
still deal uprightly, for it is the 
most paying game. 

Look most to your spending. 
No matter what comes in, if more 
goes out you will always be poor. 
The art is not in making money, 
but in keeping it; little expenses, 
like mice in a barn, when they 
are many, make great waste. Hair 
by hair heads get bald. Straw 
by straw the thatch goes off the 
cottage, and drop by drop the rain 
comes into the chamber. A barrel 
is soon empty if the tap leaks 
but a drop a minute. Chickens 
will be plucked feather by feather 
if the maid keeps at it; small 
mites eat the cheese; little birds 
destroy a great deal of wheat. 
When you mean, to save, begin 
with your mouth; there are many 
thieves down the red lane. The 
ale jug is a great waster. In all 
other things keep within compass. 
In clothes choose suitable and 
lasting stuff, and not tawdry 
fineries. To be warm is the main 
thing; never mind the looks. Never 
stretch your legs further than 
your blankets will reach; or you 
will soon be cold. A fool may 
make money, but it needs a wise 
man to spend it. Remember it is 
easier to build two chimneys than 
to keep one going. If you give 
all to back and board there is noth- 
ing left for the savings bank. Fare 
hard and work hard while you 
are young, and you have a chance 
of rest when you are old.

All the~ saints of God, the best 
men in the Bible, the best people. 
since Bible times, have suffered. 

There was Joseph, a noble man. 
There are only two or three men 
in the Bible to whom much space 
is given about which not a word 
of criticism is given. One of those 
is Joseph; another is Daniel. Yet 
strangely enough, Joseph suffered 
much, He was sold as a slave by 
his own brothers, a teen-age boy 
taken off despite his cries and 
pleading, not even allowed to see 
his dad. And they persuaded his 
dad he had been killed by a wild 
beast. They tore off his garment 
of many colors and sold him as 
a slave down to Egypt in a 
strange country. 

He served in the house of 
Potiphar, the captain of the guard. 
Then a wicked woman set her 
eyes on him and when she couldn't 
seduce him into sin, she slandered 
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Pharoah about you; I 
out of here,” but he forgot it 
two full years went by. His broth- 
ers forsook him and hated him, 
sold him into slavery. He was slan-

fer. 

I mentioned Daniel. Daniel was 
carried into captivity when only a 
boy, only a child. “Children,” the 
Bible says. I suppose he was a 
youngster, of high school age, 
carried into captivity. And he lived 
right and good, and God was with 
him. He was cast into the lions’ 
den, his life was threatened again 
and again, with everything at 
stake, hated and abused. 

And Jeremiah stood up for God 
and got publicly slapped and beat- 
en and then put in a dungeon. 
Then he was put down in the mud 
pit where the mud came up half 
way to his waist, and was saved 
by an Ethiopian man who pulled 
him out. They finally carried him 
into captivity with the remnant 
left after the Babylonian captivity 
and he went down to Egypt. Poor 
old Jeremiah, a saint of God! He 
said, “Oh that my head were 
waters, and mine eyes a fountain 
of tears, that I might weep day 
and night for the slain of the 


daughter of my people!” (Jer. 

9:1). Jeremiah, the weeping 

prophet! 
God’s saints suffered. They 


ought to suffer. Suffering is from, 
God, That is the way it aught to 
be. 

You know how John the Baptist 
suffered. He was hated and des- 
pised and finally put in jail be- 


cause he had preached against sin. | 


Then he had his head cut off be- 
ag a wicked woman didn’t like 

im. 

And there was Paul the apostle 
—stoned and left: for dead, 
dragged out of town like a dead 
horse. Paul fought the lions at 
Ephesus, was put in jail in Rome 
and had a chain on his hands; 
finally had his head cut off. Other 
saints of God suffered, That is 
the way it ought to be. 

Suffering is from God. Good 
people ought to remember then 
that suffering comes to saints of 
God. 

Listen to this Seripture and 
note the attitude a Christian 
ought to have and what a Christian 
Ought to accept as a fact. In II 
Corinthians 4:8-12, we read, “We 
are troubled on every side, yet not 
..’ (Trouble but the 
remedy for trouble, yes, trouble, 
but comfort from God.) “We are 
troubled on every side, yet not 
distressed; we are perplexed, but 
not in despair; Persecuted, but not 
forsaken; cat down, but not de- 
stroyed; Always bearing about in 
the body the dying of the Lord 
Jesus, that the life also of Jesus 
might be made manifest in our 
body. For we which live are alway 
delivered unto death for Jesus’ 
sake, that the life also of Jesus 
might be made manifest in our 
mortal flesh. So then death work- 
eth in us, but life in you.” 

The Christian is e to 
have trouble. And then trouble 
is not outside the will of God. 
Trouble may be in the will of 
God. It is always permitted by 
God. It may be the highest and 
best time God ever gave you when 


you had trouble. Trouble is from 
God. 


4, But God in Love Permits 

Trouble Only As It Is Good 
_ I say, then, only as God permits 
it, only as God in loving kindness 
Plans it and permits it, does 
trouble ever come. 

We ought to remember Job. The 
Bible reminds us to-consider the 
end of Job “that the Lord is very 
pitiful, and of tender merey” (Jas. 
5:11). We ought not only to think 
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Servant Job?”

The Lord said, “Go ahead, but

Well, the Devil took away Job’s 
possessions by the plan of God, 
killed all of his children by the 
plain permission of God, but he 
couldn’t touch Job’s body. The 
Devil came back whining and 
complaining, “You have put a 
hedge around him; you won't let 
me to him. If you would let me 
get my hands on his body, he 
would curse you and die; he would 
quit you.” 

God said, “Go ahead, but spare 
his life. I have a hedge about him 
but you may reach your hand 
through the hedge.” 

So boils broke out and Job 
scraped the scabs and dirt from 
his body and worms off his body 
with a bit of potsherd. His serv- 
ants sneered at him. His wife said, 
“Why don’t you curse God and 
die?” The three best friends he 
had in the world came to “com- 
fort” him, and said, “Yes, you have 
been in some devilment. This 
wouldn’t have come to you if you 
had lived right.” So Job prayed 
to die! 

Listen, that all came because 
God planned it and permitted it to 
His gown glory! But God restored 
Job’s health and gave him seven 
sons and three daughters again 
and great wealth and riches. And 
millions of-*us have been blessed 
by Job’s suffering. Thank God, 
‘the end of the Lord is pitiful and 
of tender mercy.’ 

I say the Devil can only go as 
far as he is allowed. Even when 
Satan means it for evil, God 
means trouble for good. He did 
‘with Paul: “a thorn in the flesh, 
that messenger of Satan to buffet 
'me,” Paul said. Even when Satan 
'means it for evil, the Devil can 
enly go as far as God lets him. 
And God always uses it to His 
| own glory. ‘He makes the wrath of 
men to praise Him.’ He makes the 
shenanigans of the Devil to praise 
Him, too, and to bless His chil- 
dren. Thank God, “All things work 
together for good to them that 
love God’ (Rom. 8:28). “All 
things’’—not a part of them—*“All 
things work together for good to 
them that love God.” Nothing can 
happen to a saint of God but by 
the loving, careful decision of One 
who loves him so much He gave 
His Son to die for him. 

Yes, trouble is from God. It is 
not bad, but good when God allows 
it. And we ought to have a heart 
to believe it. The good hand of 
God brings trouble—tears as well 
as laughter, sickness as well as 
health, poverty as well as pros- 
perity. Remember that good 
things like trouble come from God. 


II. There Is Real 
Blessing In 
Trouble 


Second, there is blessing to 
trouble. You say the trials? No, 
I said the blessings.” The blessings 
of trouble. Does that seem to be 
a contradiction? No. Remember 
the Lord Jesus said, ‘‘Blessed are 
they that mourn” (Matt. 5:4). 
What is it? It is blessed to mourn. 
Oh, the rich seed when tears of a 
Christian fall into. the ground, 
What wonderful erops they pro- 
duce! Oh, the beautiful flowers 
that come in the flower beds of 
affliction. Oh, the sweet balm that 
comes to the Christian who is 
lonely in the night of sorrow. 
Trouble is good. “Blessed are they 
that mourn: for they shall be 
comforted,” the Lord Jésus says 
(Matt. 5:4). 

Then let us say there are cer- 
tain blessings of trouble.’ What 
are the blessings of trouble? 


1. The Blessing of Correction 
for Sin 


First, there is correction. You 
know one ought to want to do 
right! In my revival eampaign. at 


dreds saved was a pastor’s son. 
He got under such conviction. His 
mother and dad didn’t know 
whether he was old enough or 
not, but he raised Cain until he 
got saved. On the road home he 
said, “Mama, you are going to 
have to help me be good. When 
IL do anything wrong, whip me 
hard, Mama, because I have got 
to be good.” He wanted to be 
good. It is not bad to get a whip- 
ping when it makes you a good 
boy. 

I was thinking a bit ago of 
what happened in Amarillo, 
Texas, after I had preached to a 
full tabernacle of people one night 
with great blessing. In the Capital 
Hotel that night a man galled 
the room where I was with three 
other preachers, and he said, “I 
need somebody to pray for me.” 
He came to the room, this young 
man, but a drunkard, a confirmed 
alcoholic. He made twenty-six 
thousand dollars the year before 
selling life insurance. His wife 
had quit him. He was already a 
drunkard, already in such despair 
that he had tried to kill himself 
three times. 


And he came down for us to 
pray for him, this fellow who had 
been drinking some, and he said 
to one of the preachers, “Here, 
hold this,” and he handed his 
lighted cigarette to one of the 
preachers. The preacher held it. 
I could hardly keep from laughing 
even at that most tragic time! 
He was embrassed, but the fellow 
didn’t think anything of it. 

This is what that drunkard 
prayed: “O God, make me a good 
boy like my mama wanted me to 
be.” This drunken man, a man 
with lots of money, a man whose 
wife had quit him, a man who 
tried to commit suicide, said, 
“Lord, make me a good boy.” 

You know if after awhile there 
comes that cry of a heart that 
wants to be good, if God does 


some of that in suffering, that 
is good, isn’t it? That is not bad! 


the whole household until a good 
spanking makes the child give 


up and he has sweet peace. Then, 


how he loves Dad and Mother. 

Thank God for correction, for 
trouble that brings people to their 
senses, to weigh their thoughts 
and deeds and judge them in the 
light of the Word of God for 
correction. 


2. Trouble Often Leads to 
Restored Fellowship 


For another thing, we can 
thank God for restoration of fel- 
lowship! Isn't it good when God 
kisses away your tears? When 
God takes a prodigal son in His 
arms and calls for the robe of 
righteousness and brings shoes for 
his feet and they kill the fatted 
calf, when the prodigal comes 
home? Trouble is a home-coming. 
So often fellowship is thus re- 
stored with God and it is sweet. 
If it takes trouble to have fellow- 
ship, if it takes chastising to have 
the sweet consciousness of God’s 
presence, then thank God for 
trouble. It is always good when 
God has His way. 

In Dallas, Texas, years ago, I 
was sick for ten days with flu 
and a very high fever. There were 
some days of pain and I was set 
apart from the work for awhile. 
One of my girls disobeyed again 
and again. Finally Mother said, 
“Daddy, she has done it again. 
She didn’t obey me.” So I said, 
“Go get my belt.” She brought me 
the belt and when I began to whip 
the child she said, “Daddy, I am 
sorry! I am sorry, Daddy!” I 
stopped and said, “Yes, but you 
weren’t sorry until the punish- 
ment came.” Then I talked some 
more and whipped some more and 
my heart bled. She said, “I am 
sorry. I will do right now.” She 
went back to her housework. 

As I lay there on the bed I 
thought, “Lord, I don’t know why 
these ten days laid aside, but 
don’t stop till the job is done. 
Lord, whatever You plan, make

There is blessing in correction 
then! Listen, a child one day will 
rise up to call blessed the hoary 
head of a dad or a mother who 
whipped him and made him mind. 


I talked to a good woman at 
McComb, Mississippi, a southern 
gentlewoman and aristocrat and 
a Christian lady, a lovely southern 
gentlewoman in the best southern 
tradition! She told me once (and 
she laughed and cried too while 
she told it) how when she was to 
get married and her mother was 
fitting her wedding dress, she 
complained, and ‘didn’t like this,’ 
and ‘it took so long.’ Finally her 
mother said, “Young lady, take 
that off! You may be old enough 
to get married, but you are not 
old enough to sass your mother 
and get by with it. Take it off!” 
She took off the wedding dress 
and her mother whipped her good. 
After that she fitted the dress 
without any more remarks. She 
laughed and cried while she told 
it to me later. She thanked God 
for that kind of a mother! 


If God wants to whip you, He 
has some good reason and it will 
turn out good, Thank God for 
any sin corrected. 

Would you thank God for the 
doctor who cut out a cancer and 
saved your life? I saw a little 
girl this morning with a cast,.on 
her arm. Two days ago she broke 
her arm, There is some pain, 
but wouldn’t you thank God 
for a doctor who set those bones, 
broken in two places, and put 
them in a good cast? You wouldn’t 
say the doctor is mean, would 
you? Neither is it bad when God 
corrects His child! We should 
thank God. 

How often a child, rebellious 


how he suffered—terrible suffer- 


Cleveland, Ohio, among the hun- 


and mean, won’t sleep and raises 


me to know it. Don’t stop till the 
job is done. Whatever You start 
to do, do it, Lord, and get it 
fixed.” It is not bad to have pun- 
ishment or trouble if it causes you 
to be right with God and restor- 
ation of fellowship. So we can 
thank God! 


3. Suffering May Help Grow 
Strong Character 


Here is another thing. There 
is blessing in trouble because of 
what it does to character. People 
are never very strong Christians 
who never suffer. No man has 
very much conviction and char- 
acter until he suffers some. 
“Sweet are the uses of adversity,” 
Shakespeare said, “which, like the 
venomous toad, hath yet a 
precious jewel in his head.” Yes, 
thank God for trouble. “Blessed 
are they that mourn” (Matt. 5:4). 


There is real character in 


trouble. Those who have suffered 
have gained patience. “Tribulation 


worketh patience, and patience, 
experience; and experience, hope’’; 
so if you want to grow in char- 
acter, don’t shun the hard places 
(Rom. 5:3, 4). 

Some things I have learned 
from being poor. I am glad I have 
had to work hard. That did some- 
thing for me. I. thank God also 
for a lot of other pains and 
troubles for God has meant them 
for good. 

My mother went to be with 
the Lord before I was six years 
old, and I have always missed 
her. She was a sweet and dear 
woman, and, many people have 
told me, one of the smartest and 
one of the best women they ever 
knew. I believe it. Perhaps a boy

for years I felt a little resentful. 
I needed a mother. I grew up in 
wild West Texas country where 
Wwe didn’t have much church, 
didn’t have much Christian influ- 
ence. They were a wild, drinking, 
cursing lot and one could not be 
very particular when one picked 
his class because they were little 
communities and scattered. But 
later on God put His hahd on 
‘me to preach and I began to see 
why. Here is something a lot of 
people don’t understand. I love 
poor people. I understand poor 
working people, and people in 
sorrow. I may not feel at home 
with the high and mighty, the 
big cars and the fine houses, but 
I understand people in trouble. 
I have had-sorrow, too. I know 


how to “weep with those that 
weep.” 
I suppose that is one rea- 


son why, when I was in Dallas 
and had a daily radio program, 
thousands looked to me as a pas- 
tor and called on me in trouble, 
called on me about a job or about 
relief or when their loved ones 
died. I had funerals all over Dal- 
las, for people who heard me on 
the radio and kept up with me, 
though they were not members of 
my church. Because I found the 
comfort of God, I learned to weep 
with those who weep, and to com- 
fort those who need comfort. 


I say there are blessings in 
trouble. We can thank God for 
that, 


4. Trouble Often Brings 
Blessed Comfort From 
God and From Friends 


Trouble may bring God’s con- 
scious nearness. You know, God 
can be near in trouble in the way 
He can’t in better days. Have 
you a house full of friends, 
having a big time? You don’t need 
God, do you? You don’t need any 
money. You have plenty in the 
bank. You never know you need 
a friend until you are in real 
trouble. So you never know you 
need God, maybe, until some lone- 
ly time that friend leaves you, 
then you go tao God. When the 
children are gone, or when you get 
old, or when you are misunder- 
stood, or when you are in desper- 
ate need of samething, you call, 
then you find God is near you, 
the fellowship of God in a way 
that you wouldn’t have it other- 
wise. 


Then the blessing of trouble. is 
that you find who are your true 
friends, You never know true 
friends until they suffer with you. 
Many a friend turns out to be a 
fair-weather friend. Oh, yes, “IT 
am all for you; you are wonderful.” 
But wait until somebody else 
comes along and teaches a little 
different, then you are not s0 
wonderful. Yes, fair-weather 
friends are soon gone. Paul said, 
“IT know this, that after my de- 
parting shall grievous wolves 
enter in among you | preachers 
right here| not sparing the flock 
. .. to draw away disciples after 
them” (Acts 20:29, 30). Paul said, 
“All they which are in Asia be 
turned away from me” (II Tim. 
1:15). But when people suffer 
with you, then you learn who your 
true friends are. You learn who 
will stand, and that is good. You 
learn some real friends by trouble. 
You never have that kind of 
friends unless you have trouble 
and need them and they prove 
themselves. 


5. There Are Eternal Rewards 
for Suffering 


Another thing, when you suffer 
for Jesus’ sake, there is an eternal 
reward. “For our light affliction, 
which is but for a moment, work- 
eth. for us a far more exceeding 
and eternal weight of glory” 
(II Cor. 4:17). Couldn’t you suffer 
a little now so you can thank God 
for a thousand or a million years? 
Couldn’t you suffer a little now 
and be misunderstood in order to 
live closer to Jesus in the kingdom 
age and have a cottage or palace 
somewhere close to the throne? 
There is a reward in Heaven. 


And, “Blessed are ye, when men 
shall reville you, and persecute 
you, and shall say all manner of 
evil against you falsely, for my 
sake. Rejoice, and be exceeding 
glad: for great is your reward in 
heaven” (Matt. 5:11, 12). 

For all the tears you ever wept 
for a poor sinner who gets saved, 
you will have only glad laughter, 
and one day you will rise and 


ought to think that of his mother 


anyhow. After my mother died, 


shine “as the stars forever,” with 
(Continued on page 12) 
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all the mourning, all the trouble 
for Jesus’ sake, paid back. 


III. What To Do 
About Trouble 


Now, what should a Christian 
do about trouble? Trouble is to 
be expected; God sends trouble. 
There are blessings in trouble; so 
what should a Christian do about 
trouble. 


1, Profit by Your God-Sent 
Trouble 


In James 1:2-4 we have this 
blessed instruction about trouble: 

“My brethren, count it all joy 
when ye fall into divers tempta- 
tions; knowing this, that the try- 
ing of your faith worketh pa- 
tience. But let patience have her 
perfect work, that ye may be per- 
fect and entire, wanting nothing.” 


Let patience, in trouble, have 
her perfect work! First of all, 
take your medicine, by which I 
mean, find out if you did wrong, 
you earned it. Bill, did you ever 
get a good licking and say, “I 
didn’t do anything.” But you knew 
better? Well, you had just as well 
face it and acknowledge it if you 
did wrong. Maybe you had better 
check up and see if you did do 
something wrong. Maybe you 
meeded a good licking. Then I 
would humble my heart; I would 
wait on God; I would find out 
what is wrong; I would take the 
medicine and say, “Lord, what- 
ever You want to do with me, You 
do it and get this thing fixed 
up. If I am wrong, I want to get 
right.” That is a proper attitude 
toward trouble. So humble your 
heart. 


I have been thinking about this 
because of my troubles and con- 
stant abuse, and two or three 
things came very clear. One of 
them is: Don’t be proud and 
haughty. Aren’t you glad that God 
allows even trouble that you don’t 
deserve, even accusations which 
are false, even misunderstandings, 
to make your heart tender and you 
ery to God? When you lose all 
of your friends when you don’t 
deserve to lose them, you can still 
thank God. It can humble your 
heart and make you draw near 
to God. You can draw near to 
God better with a broken heart. 
You know what God wants? “The 
sacrifices: of God are a broken 
spirit: a broken and a contrite 
heart, O God, thou wilt not des- 
pise” (Ps. 51:17). You had better 
have some grief because even if 
somebody stole all of your money, 
even if you got fired from a job 
unjustly, even if people lied on 
you and accused you of things that 
were not true, if it broke your 
heart, if it caused you to pray, 
if it caused you to humble your- 
self before God, that would be 
good, wouldn’t it? 

All right then, so take your 
medicine and let God work the 
good work, whatever is needed. 


2. Be Sure You Submit Joy- 
fully to God’s Hand in 
Trouble 


That means another thing: 
Submit yourself joyfully to the 
hand of God. When trouble comes, 
say, “This is from God. I am not 
going to fight it. I will not grow 
bitter. I am not going to worry 
nor fret about it. This is from 
God.” 


A woman wrote me the other 
day, “Brother Rice, I think I 
know what we ought to do about 
things that are obviously from 
God. But what about trouble that 
doesn’t come from God, but from 
our own stupidity and from other 
people’s wickedness?” 


I wrote back, “Troubles that 
come from our own stupidity come 
from God. And trouble that comes 
from other people’s sins comes 
from God.” She was married to a 
man whom she felt was a pretty 
bad fellow. He didn’t treat her 
right, etc. She blamed herself and 
said she was stupid and so she 
could pray to God about some 
things but not about this. But I 
wrote her, “Listen, that is the hand 
of God. The thorn in the flesh Paul 
had was from the Devil, but God 
meant it for good and God said, 
‘TT am going to keep it there, Paul: 
I can use you better.’” 

So a thorn in the flesh, even 
if it is a “messenger from Satan 
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to buffet you,” is good and from 
God, And I would say like Paul 
did, “All right, Lord, then I will 
glory in mine infirmity.” I would 
just say, “All right, Lord, it is the 
right thing and I am going to be 
glad.” But you ask—be glad for 
somebody to mistreat you? Yes, if 
‘God wants it, and rejoice in the 
blessing. 

Somebody asks, “But suppose 
you did wrong.” Well, suppose 
your sins or your own stupidity 
bring trouble? All right, confess 
the fault and sin but God still 
makes it true that all things work 
for good. Your own sin? Yes. Your 


own failures? Yes. Your own 
stupidity? Yes. The attacks of 
Satan? Yes. The failure of 


friends? Yes. “All things work to- 
gether for good.” God means it 
for good. You just wait till God’s 
Univac—that big machine God 
runs that fits every piece of the 
universe in together—brings in 
all the pieces and adds up the 
sum, and you are going to find out 
it turns out for good for the peo- 
ple of God. “All things work to- 
gether for good.” That is right! 
Maybe it doesn’t look good by it- 
self, 

Dr. Ironside loved southern bis- 
cuits, I guess because he lived up 
north among you Yankees and 
didn’t get many of them. So when 
he came to my church in Dallas 
I took him out to chicken dinner, 
hot biscuits and cream gravy. Dr. 
Ironside said, “I am afraid I ought 
not to eat another one,” but he 
would butter another biscuit and 
eat it, then he would say, “Listen, 
I am afraid this is a sin,” but he 
would butter another biscuit and 
eat it. And Dr. Ironside said once, 
“Do you like lard?” Roy, did you 
ever taste just lard? “Well,” he 
said, “You wouldn’t like that.” 
“Do ‘you like dry flour?” No “Did 
you ever taste baking powder?” 
Bit that tastes awful; baking 
powder does. He said, “Do you 
like that? Well, you just wait till 
God mixes them all up together 
and gets His biscuits in the oven 
and gets them to rise good, and 
brown good; when God gets His 
biscuits brown you are going to 
like them. You might not like 
the lard by itself, nor the baking 
powder by itself, nor the dry 
flour by itself, nor the salt by it- 
self, but when God mixes them, 
“all things work together” in 
God’s oven and turn out good 
biscuits. And so “all things work 
together for good’ 


Your own sins—confess them? 
Yes. Forsake them? Yes. The fail- 
ure of others—they are  at- 
tacks of Satan—never mind—God 
is going to turn them out for 
good. You can thank God that 
when God gets through they will 
all turn out for good. If you had 
done right that would have turned 
out better. But God overcomes 
sin to make a blessing. 


So what to do about trouble? 
Accept it joyfully. Joyfully? Yes. 
First of all, if you are persecuted 
for Jesus’ sake, take it joyfully. 
Paul said, “Ye ... took joyfully 
the spoiling of your goods” (Heb. 
10:34). Ye took it joyfully. 

And in Romans 5:3, “. .. We 
glory in tribulations also: know- 
ing that tribulation worketh pa- 
tience.” The Bible doesn’t say just 
be resigned to tribulation but 
glory in it. 6 

And again the Lord said, “Bless- 
ed are ye, when men shall revile 
you, and persecute you, and shall 
| say all manner of evil against you 
' falsely, for my sake. Rejoice, and 
be exceeding glad: for. great is 
‘your reward in heaven” (Matt. 
|5:11, 12). 

So then face it and submit to 
the good hand of God joyfully. 


3. Confess and Forsake Any 
Known Sin, When Trouble 
Comes- 

What to do about trouble? Con- 
fess and forsake any known sin! 
You say, “I don’t know anything 
wrong.” Well, it would be a 
mighty good: time to check up, 
wouldn’t it? 

If somebody comes in to see the 
doctor and there is a great rash, 
a breaking out in the skin and the 
doctor says, ““This is some kind 
of an allergy. What is wrong with 
you? I don’t know.” Well, the 
doctor puts on some kind of a 
salve and it doesn’t do any good. 
“Well, this is some kind of an 
allergy. What is it?” And so they 


take tests—let’s see—with one 
man I knew it was flour. He 
couldn’t eat any bread or any 
gravy with flour. He couldn’t have 
fried chicken dipped in flour. Isn’t 
that strange, wheat flour made 
him violently sick? 


There was another fellow who 
had a pet cat and he was allergic 
to the cat’s fur and it would make 
him sick. That is strange, but lit- 
erally, physically true. And to 
somebody else it is a little of this 
and a little of that. Some people 
can’t eat pork; it makes them 
sick, And to somebody else, it is 
a certain kind of this or that and 
the other. Strawberries make some 
people sick—they have an allergy 
for strawberries. Isn't that 
strange? And they break out. vio- 
lently. 


Well, now listen, what you had 
better do if you find you have got 
something wrong, you had better 
get the doctor and check up and 
find out what is wrong, hadn't 
you? Examine your heart. If you 
are going to take the Lord’s Sup- 
per, “let a man examine himself, 
and so let him eat” (I Cor. 11:28). 
“If we would judge ourselves, we 
should not be judged,” the Bible 
says (I Cor. 11:31). So then the 
thing for a Christian to do in trou- 
ble is to say, “I am going to find 
out anything that displeases God. 
I will confess and forsake anything 
God will help me find; I will dig 
it out.” That would be a good 
thing, wouldn’t it? 

All right, let’s see (you people 
up here don’t know about it), but 
did anybody ever live in poor peo- 
ple’s homes and sometimes you 
got to smelling something bad? 
Well, what is it? It is a dead rat 
somewhere! Under the bed? No. 
Back of the stove? No. Where is 
it? In the closet? No. “Well, I 
put out some poison a week ago” 
but— good night, you find you have 
to dig into the wall and inside the 
partition there maybe you find 
a dead rat! Now these days they 
have got a different kind of poison, 
but the kind they used to have 
the rats would run off somewhere 
and craw] in a hole and die. I am 
just saying if you “smell a rat” 
you had better dig it out, hadn't 
you? 

Is any sin in the way? Ask God 
to help you find it! That is a good 
thing to do in trouble, isn’t it? 


4, Pray for Those Who Cause 
You Trouble 


What else then? When you are 
in trouble, pray for anybody who 
causes you trouble, I have had a 
very sweet time recently. Two or 
three things I have added to my 
prayer list. One pastor out in 
California invited me (I didn’t ask 
to go), and then—I won’t go into 
the matter by which he humiliated 
me. Never mind—but I preached 
the Gospel and had somebody 
saved, etc. But you know what I 
did? I began to pray regularly for 
him. I got a letter the other day, 
an abusive letter, from a man 
who ought to know better, And 
so I just began pretty regularly to 
pray for him several times a day. 
You know what to do? “Pray for 
them that despitefully use you 
and persecute you.” Return good 
for evil and pray for them that 
despitefully use you and perse- 
cute you. Pray for them; that is 
the way out. 

And the Scripture says that you 
are to forgive people and return 
good for evil and thus you pour 
coals of fire on their head. 

A woman came to a preacher 
one time and said, “My husband, 
he just runs me crazy, he is so 
mean to me, etc.” And so the pas- 
tor said, “Have you ever tried 
what the Bible says about pouring 
coals of fire on his head?” She 
said, “No, I have scalded him with 
hot water, though.” Well, the 
preacher said, “That wasn’t what 
God meant.” No, pray for them 
that misuse you. 

Anybody causes you trouble? 
Why, take it to God in prayer; 
pray God to bless them; pray for 
good to happen! 


5. Take Your Trouble to 
God In Prayer 

What else should we do when 
trouble comes? Ah, pray! “And 
call upon me in the day of trouble: 
I will deliver thee, and thou shalt 
glorify me” (Ps. 50:15). And in 
Psalm 55:22 David said, “Cast thy 
burden- upon the Lord, and he 
shall sustain thee.” — 

In I Peter 5:7, “Casting all your 
care upon him; for he careth for 
you.” 
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In Psalm 34:6 the psalmist said, 
“This poor man cried, and the 
Lord heard him, and saved him 
out of all his troubles.” That is 
a good thing! 

What are you going to do with 
trouble? Pray, keep on praying! 
Just pray and keep on praying. 
Pray God to have His perfect 
work and pray God to lead you. 
If you mourn, pray for God to 
comfort you and He will. So you 
can be “cast down but not de- 
stroyed;” “troubled on every side 
yet not distressed, perplexed but 
not in despair.” You know a won- 
derful remedy for trouble. 


The End of All Trouble 
Is Coming 

Now a closing word. Thank God, 
the end of all trouble is coming 
soon and won’t that be wonderful 
—the end of ills in this body? Bill, 
wouldn’t you like to be young 
again? Roger, wouldn’t you like to 
be a young man again? 

Billy Carl, you old gray head 
here, wouldn’t you like to be a 
young man again? (We tease Billy 
Carl about his gray hair.) 

Listen, one of these days there 
will be the end of all troubles. 
Won't it be wonderful to awake in 
His likeness? All the troubles of 
sin, all the troubles of disease, all 
the troubles of misunderstanding 
gone—won’t it be good? Dr. H. A. 
Ironside was a great friend of 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD and wrote 
many sermons and sent them for 
publication. There came an event 
that brought some grief between 
me and Dr. Ironside because he 
was such a dear friend of Dr. 
Chafer. Dr. Chafer’s book against 
evangelism caused a great deal 
of harm and I tried to get Moody 
Press to discontinue it and then 
finally exposed it publicly. And 
eventually they did turn it loose 
and turned it over to VanKampen 
Press and VanKampen went broke 
and then they turned it over to 
Dunham. But I started to say— 
between Dr. Ironside and me who 
had been such good friends, there 
came some estrangement and I 
was sad. But before he died he 
and I were together up at Min- 
neapolis at the big summer con- 
ference at Medicine Lake and we 
got some good fellowship togeth- 
er.
